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RMAC Marks 61 st Year 


As college football celebrates its 101st year this 
year, the Rocky Mountain Athletic Conference, second 
oldest in America, is marking its 61st anniversary. 

Although it was chartered in 1909, the RMAC 
actually dates back to 1889, with the formation of the 
Colorado Football Association* Members were Colo- 
rado College, Colorado Agricultural College (now Colo- 
rado State University), Colorado School of Mines, the 
University of Colorado, and the University of Denver. 

Need for more stringent rules governing eligi- 
bility and recruiting prompted the reorganization of 
the same group in 1909, as the Rocky Mountain Con- 
ference. 

The conference expanded, with the addition of 
the University of Utah in 1910; Utah Agricultural Col- 
lege, 1914; Montana State College, 1917; Brigham 
Young University, 1918; University of Wyoming, 1921; 
Colorado State College, 1924; and Western State Col- 
lege, 1924. 

In 1937, rapid growth prompted the '"big seven" 
to withdraw and form the Mountain States Confer- 
ence, which consisted of Colorado, Colorado Aggies, 
Denver, Wyoming, Brigham Young, Utah and Utah 
State. 

Idaho State College and Adams State College 
joined the RMAC in 1949 and 1956, respectively; how- 
ever, Idaho State and Montana State dropped out in 
1950. Colorado College, in a deemphasization pro- 
gram, withdrew in 1962. 


The four remaining Colorado members kept the 
conference alive, and merged in 1967 with the five- 
member Central Intercollegiate Conference of Kansas 
and Nebraska. Six independent colleges and univer- 
sities were added to the newly expanded RMAC which 
was organized into a Plains Division and a Mountain 
Division, with provison for champonship playoffs be- 
tween division winners in football, basketball, and 
baseball. Conference-wide meets are held in cross- 
country, track, swimming, wrestling, golf, and tennis. 

Members of the Plains Division are Fort Hays 
State College, Kansas State College of Pittsburg, Kan- 
sas State Teachers College (Emporia), Southern Colo- 
rado State College, the University of Nebraska at Oma- 
ha, University of Northern Colorado and Washburn 
University. 

Members of the Mountain Division are Adams 
State College, Colorado School of Mines, Fort Lewis 
College, Regis College, Southern Utah State College, 
Western New Mexico University, Western State Col- 
lege, and Westminster College (Salt Lake City). 

Although it covers a five-state area, the newly 
aligned 61-year-old RMAC got off to a good start last 
year and awarded championship trophies in eight 
sports. 

The old saying that "there always will be an Eng- 
land" may well be paraphrased to reasonably justify 
the statement that there will always be a Rocky Moun- 
tain Athletic Conference.

A Look at the 1970 Tigers 

The 1970 edition of the Fort Hays State Tigers will bear little resemblance 
to the squad of one year ago. The addition of many transfer players plus some 
good freshmen has given the BengaJs a new look for 1970. 

This year's roster lists 22 transfer players. The starting Tiger backfield will 
put three of these transfers into action. Starting quarterback, Mike Karl is a 
transfer from College of Emporia, fullback Steve Crosby is from Kansas State 
and flanker Jerry Wilson comes from Purdue University. These three will join 
All-America candidate Tommy Evans in trying to put points on the scoreboard 
for the home team. 

Elsewhere on the offense, split end John Woodworth is a new face from 
Cowley County Junior College. 

On the defense all three of the linebackers are new this year. Roy Humph- 
rey comes to FHS by way of Garden City Juco and North Texas State. At Gar- 
den City he was NJCAA All-America. Beside him will be J. D. Armstrong, a 
transfer from Kansas University. On the other side will be Jake Heck, a trans- 
fer from Fort Scott Juco. Jonathan Douglas, a freshman from Amarillo, Texas, 
will probably start at one corner in the Tiger defensive secondary. Rick Lacey, 
a transfer from Cowley County Juco, will start at defensive tackle. 

Other new faces who will not start but should see plenty of action in 1970 
are: Dennis Brown, flanker from Herington; Butch Davis, tackfe from Greens- 
burg; Gary Dougherty, tailback from Ava, Mo,; John Getz, cornerback from 
Loudon vl lie, O.; Mike Hines, freshman tight end from Vidor, Tex.; Mike Hub 
stetler, freshman cornerback from Vidor, Tex,; Charlie Krull, fullback from 
Mound City, and Ed Turner, defensive tackle from Overbrook. 

The new kids on the block will join such veterans as Dennis Spratt, a sen- 
ior end from Ellsworth; Rick Doran, a sophomore tackle from Harlan, Iowa; Jim 
Murray, a senior guard from Pittsburgh, Pa.; Mike Buffer, a junior center from 
Marysville; Phil Stramel, a sophomore guard from Cortez, Colo.; and Jim Brck- 
nell, a sophomore tackle from Marysville to form the starting offensive unit. The 
coaching staff feel that if the young offensive linemen can gain enough ex- 
perience fast enough, the offensive unit should put plenty of points on the 
board. 

Defensive veterans include Scott Turner, a senior from Downers Grove, 
Ml. at end; Gary Riedy a junior from Hope at a guard; Ed Young, a junior from 
Beaumont, Tex, at the other guard; Lionel Jenkins, a junior from Port Arthur, 
Tex. at a corner; and Dodge City sopsomore Rick Hahn and Grant, Neb. senior 
Lloyd Logsdon at the safety spots. Defensive Coach Jim Paramore feels that the 
Tigers are much improved defensively over the 1969 version. 

Before the August practices started, Head Coach Tom Stromgren stated 
that his two goals for the 1970 football season were to have a winner and 
bring exciting football to western Kansas. The combination of newcomers and 
veterans into a effective unit and the team motto, "DESIRE IN EFFORT" seem 
to be designed to do just that.

Some history of Fort Hays State . . . 

Fort Hays Kansas State College, founded in 1902, marked its 68th birth- 
day in June. The institution is a tax-supported liberal and applied arts college, 
established and maintained by the state to serve the people of Kansas and par- 
ticularly the youth of central and western Kansas. 

Fort Hays Military Reservation, established in 1867 shortly after the Civil 
War, was abandoned by the United States government in 1889. For the next 
1 1 years, a proposal for wise use of the land was repeatedly presented to Con- 
gress by far-seeing residents of the area. In 1900 the government enacted 
legislation granting the land to the State of Kansas for three designated pur- 
poses: as a state college, as an agricultural experiment station and as a state 
park. All are now in existence on the land. 

The college opened June 23, 1902, with 34 students, two faculty mem- 
bers and 19 courses. For two years the college held its sessions in two old Fort 
Hays buildings on the fort grounds. 

The institution has grown steadily to its present enrollment of 5,705 stu- 
dents, with more than 800 courses and 284 faculty members* This growth is 
further reflected in a steady building program that includes such recent con- 
struction as the new library; Malloy Hall, the speech and music center; a new 
power plant; a new addition to Wiest Hall, a men's dormitory; an addition to 
Memorial Unto n- and the remoleding of McCartney Hall (the Museum) is in op- 
eration. 

The campus is located immediately to the southwest of the city limits of 
Hays, on Big Creek, which wanders through the campus. The campus proper 
consists of about 80 acres, while all of the college land totals 4,160 acres. 

Fort Hays State reflects the community and the area in blending new and 
old, tradition and progress, while serving as the educational and cultural cen- 
ter of western Kansas,
